Japanese Secured a Strong Foothold and Now in Force 
Seventy Miles East of New Chang— Surprised Enemy 
at Huang Cheng—Russians Abandon Position,

Ottawa, March 9— It is said that 
the work of delimiting the boundary be- 
tween Canada and Alaska under the 
'London award of last autumn, will take 
a couple of years. The topograph icai 
branch of the department of the inter- 
ior has many photographs of the dis- 
trict recently in dispute, which will be 
of some assistance to Messrs. King and 
Tittmim in actually marking the bound- 
ary upon the maps, it will be essen- 
tial, however, to give definiteness to the 
boundary, and to avoid friction a line 
will be drawn from end to end with 
permanent monuments of some kind, in 
order that then' may be no further dis- 
putes as to i tcs exact location. This 
may take eight or ten years more, as it 
involves covering miles of unsurveyed 
ami unoccupied territory.

Tientsin, March 10.— According to 
circumstantial reports, the Japanese 
ihave .secured a foothold in southern 
Manchuria, and are now'In force seventy 
.miles east of New Chwang. Not only 
that, but they have succeeded in attain- 
ing a position that threatens the Rus- 
sian columns with I'ort Arthur and 
New Ohwttng. If they are successful 
in the impending battle, they will be 
enabled to co-operate with the army 
now in northern Korea with headquart- 
ers in Ping Vang, and make untenable 
the [Russian entrenchments along the 
l'nhl river. 

By a series of rapid marches the 
Japanese succeeded in surprising the 
Russian force that, had been sent to 



throw up entrenchments at Fieng Huang 
Olieng, and compelled them to abandon 
the position, the Russians being out- 
numbered and unable to secure tiie com- 
manding position planned. The Japan- 
ese army then marched northward to tin 
eastern pacs to Takung Ring, and are 
now moving on Hai Tcheng ami lAo 
Yang, where a force of 35,000 Russians 
are strongly entrenched. An engage- 
ment is imminent at the latter place, 
and if the Japanese are successful, the 
line of communication with i'ort Ar- 
thur will be cut, endangering the safety 
of the fortress, while New Chwang and 
its port, Vinkow, are almost certain to 
fall.

— The Association of 
Chambers of Commerce of the United 
Kingdom today adopted the following 
resolution: "That tho United Kingdom 
has just cause for complaint of certain 
restrictions and unfair arrangements di- 
rected against the commerce of the em- 
pire; and that the Chambers of. Com- 
merce would support His Majesty's gov- 
ernment in measures for negotiation, 
'but urge Hie government to appoint a 
royal commission to investigate ami re- 
port on the whole fiscal policy of the 
nation." 

At night session of Commons today 
session of the House of Commons today 
Duncan V. Pirie (Liiberal.) after calling 
attention to the public utterances of the 
chancellor of the exchequer, Austen 
Chamberlain, and other members of the 
government on the fiscal question, moved 
"That this house, noting the continued 
agitation in favor of protective or pref- 
erential tariff which is encouraged by 
the language used by certain of , His Ma- 
jesty's minister, deem it necessary to 
express its condemnation of any "sucii 
policy." 

Herbert Asqllith, the principal oppos- 
ing speaker, drew from Premier Bal- 
four the admission that he .had with- 
drawn the memorandum presented to 
the cabinet advocating preferential tar- 
ill's and a tax on food. The premier 
said he did not believe the country would 
accept any fiscal arrangement wftii the 
colonies involving the taxation of food, 
and contended that Unionists who desir- 
ed to go further than that were entitled 
to their view, hut I hat they need Hot, 
therefore, vote against the government. 

Mr. il'irie's motion was finally re- 
jected, 12S 1 ,) votes to 243, and loud' oppo- 
sition cheers greeted the reduction in 
the government's majority. 

A number of free-food Unionists sup- 
ported Mr. Pirics, und some protection- 
ists abstained from voting. 

The fiscal controversy took on a new- 
phase today, which showed the strength 
of the Chamberlain party. As an off- 
set to the motion made in the iHouse of » 
Commons by Mr. Pirie, Premier Bal- 
four had put up a Conservative member 
of the House. John Lloyd Wharton, to 
move an amendment "approving the 
ministerial declarations on the fiscal 
policy as including neither a general 
system of protection nor preference 
based on the taxation of food." 

Chamberlainites to tljc number of one 
'hundred held a hurried meeting and 
Intimated that unless the Wharton 
amendment be withdrawn they would 
abstain from voting on the 'Pirie mo- 
tion. As this would ''ahnojrt certainly 
have led to tile defeat of"*lic govern- 
ment. Mr. Wharton's amendment, was 
withdrawn. 

This incident proves that Premier 
■Balfour can hold Office only by the con- 
sent or tiie pronounced protectionists. 

In the division on the Pirie motion 
sixty Nationalists and twenty-six free 
IoimI Unionists voted against the gov- 
ernment.

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Reign of Terror 
At Springfield 



A Threatening Situation as 
Outcome of Startiny of 

Race Wsr. 



{Martial Law Proclaimed and Ex- 
cited Crowds Parading 
the Streets. 



Springfield, 0., March 9.— The situa- 
tion here tonight was considered very 
threatening. Martial law practically 
existed in the (town-town districts and 
the burned portions of the town former- 
ly occupied by the negro resorts. Ten 
companies of the Ohio National Guard 
arc on picket duty and several more 
companies are expected. The saloons 
closed tliis afternoon aud many other 
lines of business wore suspended. It is 
estimated that fully 25,000 people 
thronged tho streets, visiting the scenes 
■of the lynching and fire. Mayor liow- 
lus has finally consented to close tho re- 
maining negro saloons, hotels and lodg- 
ing houses, which are under the ban 
of the mob, and has ordered the proprie- 
tors in every instance to move out all 
intoxicating drinks and in some cases 
the fixtures, including gambling appa- 
ratus. 

(Mayor Bowlus today issued a procla- 
mation asking people to keep off the 
streets. The body of Dixon was sent 
to Harrodaburg, Ky., to a brother-in- 
law tonight. 

Springfield, U., March 9.— Notwith- 
standing the presence here of ten com- 
l>niiic« of troops aud the promise of 
Governor Hewick to give the mayor and 
sheriff .the full military power of the 
bUI»>, warnings were given today that 
lilio race trouble following the lynching 
of 'tin- negro Dixon. Monday night, would 
never cease until all the colored saloons 
eit which there had been t><> much 
■trouble, were closed. Threats were made 
to add several more resorts 'to the 
place burned last night. Mayor Bowlus 
Sichl a conference with city and county 
officials and proni'uent citizens, at which 
it ws decided to close all colored re- 
mits and order their owners to leave 
tho city at once. The colored pro- 
prietors readily assented, 'l'he colored 
people are seeking protection today. 
After the conference at the mayor's of- 
fice it was also announced that pro- 
perty owners had ordered all undesir- 
able colored tenants to vacate immedi- 
ately. Am they will be unable to se- 
cure quarters here under existing con- 
ditions, this order is practically expul- 
sion .from Springfield. The insurance 
companies have cancelled all policies on 
.-lrroportics occupied by colored tenants 
along the levee.' The militia and police 
'iiave arranged for a strong guard on 
the levee tonight.

prepared by Senator Hauna summing

in the hearings before the committee on 
military affaire, and several a Hid a vita 
■obtained since the hearings closed, the 
senate adjourned. 

'Senator Foraker announced that he 
-would move to lake up the case at 
every possible opportunity. The docu- 
ment of Mr. Hauna was read as a part 
of 'Senator Scott's position to continua- 
tion. 

Senator Hanna discusses the evidence 
brought out alt the senate commit tec in- 
vestigation, lie sums up as follow.-. : 
*'Tho testimony has developed points 
to which no answer is attempted by 
•General YVihaI in the various communi- 
cations submitted by him prior to his 
departure for the Philippines, nor can 
those communications be accepted as a 
refutation of testimony given by wit- 
nesses under the solemnity of an oath. 
Some of the testimony given by these 
witnesses has cast serious reflections 
.upon the veracity of General Wood, and 
it would appear that neither he nor 
the United States senate, which is ask- 
ed to confirm iiis appointment, should 
rest content until lie lias been given 
an opportunity to disprove, specifically 
and under oath, the damaging state- 
ments ni'ade on oath concerning bis con- 
duet. The facts to which attention 
will be called would seem to make this 
necessary, and the honor <>f the army 
would seem to demand it."

London, March 10.— 'According to the 
Tien Tsin correspondent id' the Daily 
Telegraph, the Japanese advanced 
across the Yalu river, captured Fung 
Wang Ching, ami drove out the Rus- 
sians in the vicinity to the Takll Ding 
eastern pass, and they are in fact, sev- 
enty miles east of New t'hwang. 

The Russians, with 35,000 men are 
entrenched strongly at Liao Yang and 
Pai Chang, where fighting is imminent. 

(Some .small engagements already have 
been fought, the Russians retiring with 
losses. 

This correspondent s-ays, further, that 
the Japanese are using the same tactics 
aud advancing along the same route 
they followed during the Chino-Japanese 
wa r. 

The Ying Kow correspondent of the 
Paris edition of the New York Herald 
also says there are vngue rumors that 
the Japanese are fifty miles uoi'thwest of 
Amtung and well to the westward of the 
Yalu river. 

To some of the military critics, it is in- 
conceivable that Japan can really have 



executed such an unexpected and suc- 
cessful turning of the Russian position 
on .the Yalu river, which it is thought 
would have necessitated the employment 
of a much larger force than it is be- 
lieved Japan can possibly have at this 
point. 

The Daily Telegraph says that if the 
news of this strange and marvelous col- 
lapse of Russian jrower on land is true 
there is nothing to prevent the Japa- 
nese from seizing Mukden and the rail- 
road. There was nothing to compare 
with this move since Napoleon staggered 
Europe. Its effect through the Enfit 
will he stupendous. 

Humors in the Par East continue f> 
circulate, hut evidently the British gov- 
ernment has no idea that mediation is 
possible. Foreign Secretary Lausdowne, 
replying to a letter on this subject, 
which suggested mediation under the 
Hague convention, said His Majesty's 
government feared that such an offer 
could not usefully be made to the bel- 
ligerents at the present time.

ticulars •■> the new amendment to the 
Horticultural Board -Vet. 

The amendment to the Horticultural 
Hoard Act was brought down at the 
Instance of the board, whose policy from 
the beginning has been to protect and 
encourage the Brinish Columbia fruit 
growing industry. Ureal progress has 
been made in fruit grown miring recent 
years. This is manifest by Ibe fact that 
since August of last year up to tiie pres- 
ent only one carload of Aimerican apples 
has been imported into Vancouver, 
whereas in previous years the importa- 
tions during the sumo period Would be 
from 12 to 2tl ears, and wh it is true of 
this jiort is true of nil other parts of 
British Columbia. In point of fan, im- 
portations of foreign apples have prac- 
tically ceased and the money formerly 
s<-i ut out to enrich our American frleudi 
is now retained in the province. 

This developoneiil would have been 
reached yours ago ha.! it not been for 
the rascally deception practiced by nur- 
sery Milesini 11 in selling trees not true 
to name and otherwise unsuitable to 
confiding purchasers. Mr. Cunningham 
is of the opinion than To per cent of the 
bearing trees in this province will need 
to be top-grafted with sorts that are 
found to be merchantable. It is with a 
view to stop this dishonest and reckless 
exploitation of the province by 11101) 
who have no regard for its future that 
the board requested the protection which 
the new act gives fruit growers. 

Already the benefits of the Act have 
been made apparent. A party with abun- 
dant capital has purchased a large block of 
land at Kelowna In the Okanagan Valley- 
tor a nursery. The sol! lu that vicinity 
contains all the elements necessary to pro- 
duce health;., robust trees, free from pests 
and disease, and what Is of the greatest 
Importance to orehardlsts, those trees will 
be propagated only from adjacent trees of 
proved merit, vigorous growth and true to 
name. 

At Vernon there are two nurseries, one 
of which Is on the Aberdeen ranch, where 
first class nursery stock Is being propagat- 
ed directly from choice bearing trees and 
of such varieties as are found to be adapt- 
ed to the local climate and markets. There 
l< still another extensive' nursery at Grand 
Forks where conditions are just as favor- 
able fur Hie production of first-class nursery 
stock, us they are in the Okanagan Valley. 
Add to these the Coast nurseries and li. C. 
fruit growers can rely on having a full 
supply of nursery stock IT not another tree 
be shipped across the Rockies. 

The inducements which 11. C. now offers 
to intending settlers arc decidedly more 
favorable than those of any other province 
in Canada. All infected fruit is excluded 
from every market Iiu ibis province by rea- 
son of quarantine Inspection. Further, all 
nursery stork must 'be, by the new Act, 
guaranteed true t.. name and free from 
posts and disease, so thai the protection 
i- complete In addition to all this, there 
is the ever-extending market In Manitoba, 
1 ne Northwest Territories and the northern 
mines of Itritlsh Columbia and the Yukon.

As further evidence of the great activity 
in the nursery business and orchard plant- 
ing In this province, Inspector Cunning- 
ham reports that since January 1st, l!K)i, 
there have been imported from Europe and 
the United Slates 13,070 fruit trees, and 
117,830 seedlings. The seedlings will be 
grafted and budded to standard marketable 
varieties by British Columbia nursery-men, 
who now know by experience the sort that 
succeed and arc profitable lu this climate. 

Surel? this Is preferable to buying at 
very long prices trees that are selected by 
men who know nuthiiig of local climate and 
01 her conditions, which materially affect 
fruit growing. Success or failure depend 
largely on the varieties planted. 

In addition to the above there have been.

(ornamental and roses.) Mr. Cunningham 
thinks that all the rose bushes might have 
been propagated within a rndisu of if,", miles 
from Vancouver, for the climate and con- 
ditions are exceedingly favorable and very 
similar to Great Britain, the home ,of thy.

THE GiRAND TItUXK PACWIC 
RAlL/WiA.T. 

Now that the (shareholders of Hie 
Grand Trunk Railway Company have 
approved of the amended agreement 
with the 'Dominion Government for the 
construction and operation of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway, the Just obstacle 
to the carrying out of the enterprise 
may 'be considered as removed. From 
the reports of the meeting of the share- 
holders in London on Tuesday last, it 
appears there was a strong ami well- 
orgnnisced opposition to the Grand Trunk 
Company undertaking any responsibil- 
ity in connection witli the project. It 
is not difficult to understand the reason 
lor tlii» opposition. While it is quite 
possible that the Vice-President of the 
Company 'was correct in his assertion 
chat interested rivals 'had attempted to 
block the scheme, it is probable that 
another reason was what inline-need 
many of the shareholders in their at- 
tempt to defeat or, at least, to post- 
pone the proposal to approve the agree- 
ment with the Dominion Government. 
Xhe Jiistory of the Grand Trunk Com- 
pany for nearly thirty years was a re- 
cord of financial difficulties and disap- 
pointing results. The Ordinary shure- 
• holders seemed for ever debarred from 
■the possibility of any return upon their 
capital, which, through the straits to 
which the Company was often reduced 
had been issued on such terms that 
the entire capitalization of the concern 
represented large amounts of water. 
The security even olf the Idebenture 
holders for the punctual payment of 
tliedr interest was sometimes a matter 
of doubt, while in regard to some of 
the 'various classes of Preference Stock 
there was default in the payment of 
any dividend. With the change in the 
management some ten years ago, where- 
by better methods of operation of the 
road were secured and efforts success- 
fully made to bring th e undertaking 
up to a physical condition equal to that 
of its rivals, an improved state of 
things was brought about. While larger 
amounts were expended on betterments 
of the permanent way and' the rolling 
stock and equipments were practically 
renewed, the net earnings continued to 
make a -better showing in the annual 
reports. Gradually one class after an- 
other in the Preference stocks began 
to receive their agreed dividends, so 
that fit. the present time, notwithstand- 
ing the priginn] over capitalization of 
t'ho Company from the" cause we have 
mentioned, ; t •■h^ become a.lmosl a 
practical question as to what eduuue. 

shall 1k> proposed so as to put the Or- 
dinary Stock on a modest dividend 
basis, 'Witli such ;i reju_arkal.de change! 
iu the fortunes of the Company," It Is 
not surprising that shareholders in Eng- 
land should regard with considerable 
anxiety and doubt the wisdom and pru- 
dence of involving the Company in the 
great financial responsibilities that an 
agreement to undertake the construction 
of a transcontinental railway must ne- 
cessarily imply. Mr. Hays, the Gen- 
eral .Manager of the Company, did not 
hesitate to put the situation clearly be- 
fore them. He pointed on; thai, if the 
Company did not accept the Govern- 
ment's offer, there were other parties 
who would do so and set up a compe- 
tition with the C |mny, the results 

"f which must he disastrous. With the 

setth nt of Western ('ana, in, any 

gnat. Canadian railway system nruSI 
have its main line and feeders through- 
out the country to secure the traffic 
vvhioh thai settlement is developing. 
For the Grand Trunk ftailwuy to he 
confined to tin. Kasteni Provinces would 
mean it h practical exclusion from the 
great field of railway enterprise in the 
future. Ii would see its rivals gather- 
ing up the traffic in the West and 
carrying it to the IOastern seaboard by 
lines paralleling the Grand Trunk sys- 
tem. When to,, |n'a it was compelled 
to undertake the < Rtrnction of West- 
cm extensions, it would he impossible 
to secure Government aid, while it 
would have to compete with Tivuls that 
had already established themselves. 
Fortunately for the Grand Trunk Com- 
pany's future, as we believe, and for 
the interests of Canada, especially the 
Western part of it, Mr. Hays' argu- 
ments prevailed and the shareholders 
approved the agree nt. The manage- 
ment bus lost no time in giving prac- 
tical expression to that approval, and 
yesterday deposited in Montreal cash to 
the amount of .$5,000,000 as the secur- 
ity for the carrying out of the agree, 
ment, according to the stipulation to 
thai effect. 

The Dominion Parliament meet; 
day, and one of the mosl important, mat- 
ters that will occupy its attention at 
this session will he the ratification of 
tllO amended agreement between the 
Government ami the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific Railway Company. There can be 
no reasonable doubt that this will bo 
done, with the result of the actual prc- 
.litninnry work of .coiiBtruotJon being com- 
menced during the coming season. A 
few days ago we discussed the details 
of the proposed amendments in the 
agreement, and it is not necessary to 
refer tb them again. The most im- 
portant to Britfsil Columbia is that by 



struction of the mountain section of the 
road to $30,000 per mile, is authorized 
to guarantee 73 per cent, of the actual 
cost of that section. The value to Brit- 
ish Columbia of a lino opening up the 
Northern part of this Province can 
scarcely l>o over-estimated. That, such 
a scheme was desirable was shown by 
the action of the Provincial Legislature 
three years ago in voting millions of 
dollars as a subsidy in aid of such a 
project. Many people questioned the 
ability of the Province to incur such 
an obligation under its financial posi- 
tion and belli that such a 'work was 
really n national one and not a Provin- 
cial affair, and should, if aided at all, 
be assisted by the Dominion. By the 
agreement with the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Company this is now being done with- 
out the addition of one dollar to the 
financial obligations of the Province or 
the surrender of one acre of its lands. 
Nor can the people of Eastern Canada 
fairly object to this arrangement. While 
the aid will come from the Dominion 
as a whole, the people of British Col- 
umbia will contribute their share— a 
share, which it may be pointed out ii 
passing, is larger per capita of the 
population than the people of other 
Provinces contribute to the Dominion 
Treasury. 



Winn THE JAPANESE WIN ? 

The shock which on the Sth of Febru- 
ary jarred the Russian licet at Port 
Arthur jarred all Russia as well, ami 
aroused the Muscovite to a realizing 
sense that in the '"pigmy barbarian" 
he had met it most formidable foe. The 
subsequent action at Chemulpo, when 
two Russian ironclads were destroyed 
and tour transports seized with 'J.oou 
troops, apprised the Russians that they 
have underrated their foe and that 
neither in naval tactics nor in diplomacy 
have ithey shown the sagacity or light- 
ing qualities of the Japanese. English 
experts are just now Bending to the 
press their opinions of the ultimate out- 
come of the struggle, and those opin- 
ions are, in the main, favorable to the 
Japamse. The Itussian commanders 
have belittled the damage sustained' by 
their Port Arthur fleet, hut the fact re- 
mains that they have lost several battle- 
ships and cruisers, anil that the fleet 
is so 'badly crippled as to be unable 
to assume the' defensive. The Japanese 
are enabled to sweep the gulfs and seas 
and bombard Port Arthur and Vladi- 
vostok at their leisure without fear of 
retaliation. The enforced inaction of 
the Russian ships has also enabled the 
Japanese to pour men mid munitions of 
war into Korea, which has been select- 
ed as the battlefield. In fact every 
bay and harbor of Korea is practically 
under Japanese control, ami should the 
rep,, it that the Vladivostok squadron 
has become the prey of the Japanese 
be verified, the operations of the Itus- 
sians on the water will be at an end. 
With the destruction or capitulation of 
the Hussian fleet, the war will narrow 
itself to a contest on the land. The 
struggle will be keen and the end can- 
not be foreseen. Both sides express 
confidence in ultimate triumph, and 
with the Japanese masters of the sea 
tho advantage lies with their favor. 
Every step taken by the Japanese shows 
ii thoroughly thought out scheme of 
war. Having already effected a lodg- 
ment in Korea, they are pushing north- 
ward, and have possessed themselves of 
passes, in- the mountain system, which 
they .are fortifying with feverish haste. 
Tho wisdom of Alexieff in retiring to 
Harbin is admitted from a military 
point of view, but Russian prestige has 
suffered severely because of his neces- 
sary abandonment of Port Arthur as a 
military 'base. The effect upon the 
Russian nation is depressing and dis- 
quieting, ami gives strength to the revo- 
lutionary societies that permeate the 
Empire, who profess to look upon the 
movement as evidence of defeat.

It is almost exactly opposite Pingyang, 
which is near the west coast. That or-, 
der to leave northern Korea apparently 
meant Ithat the Japanese government ex- 
pected that region to .be lighting ground, , 
and Hiat instead of meeting the Russians I 
at the Yalu it expected t n meet then I 
somewhere on the line from Wousan to' 
Pingyang. — New York Tribune, I

Cotton was up 
and wheat wus down today, but there was 
no other Indication of any effect from war 
news. The continued pressure on Pennsyl- 
vania was the lending Influence lu the mar- 
ket, aud served to keep adverse rumors of 
further capital issues. New York Central's 
poor showing of gross earnings for Febru- 
ary was a contributing factor. United 
States Steel Stocks were relatively drill. 
Changes generally are Insignificant. Bonds 
were heavy. Total sales par value. $1,480,- 
(Km). 1'nlted States bonds were unchanged 
on call.

Temperatures 
west of the Rockies have not been unsea- 
sonable and only light frosts have occurred 
except on the Upper Mainland. In the 
Northwest higher temperatures prevailed 
during the greater part of the week, but 
on the 8th a high barometer area develop- 
ed, colder weather sot In and snowfall be- 
came general. 

In the Yukon district intense colli has 
prevailed at Dawson throughout the entire 
week.

Mediterran- 
ean passport or his sea letter when in 
itll n t fort on July 28 and October 111, 
says yesterday's Post-Intelligencer. The 
eonipiaint was tiled in the Federal court 
i>y Deputy United States Attorney 
Cushmnn. 

Capt. Wright snid List iiighl that he 

lias 'been ex| tin',' arrest on this charge 

ever since arriving in this country from 
his lasl voyage, and is ready to give 



bonds ■when tho warrant is served to- 
day, so that .there will be no delay in 
L ie sailing of ibis vessel. His account of 
the 'trouble is as follows : ■ 

The Facts of this case are very simple, 
and the trouble was not of my making. 
W hen 1 reached Vlndlvostock the cus- 
tom bouse Officials took the papers from 
me and only returned them when 1 was 
ready to put to sea. As every seaman 
knows, once the papers are' given a 
captain and Le is ready to clear, lie is 
•unable 'to go ashore and deliver them 
ii]) to any consul. 

Kit-hard Greener, the commercial agent 
who makes this complaint, is a colored 
man. He ordered me to give him my 
[wipers, and I informed him that 'tiiey 
were scale;] up ],y the Russian gov- 
ernment otlicials and that 1 was unable 
to yet ac.-Ass to them. 1 requested 
hiui to make an effort to get them 
himself, tad he infermed me that be 
was unable to do so. It stands to reason 
that if the American representative is 
unable to get anything from a foreign 
government the captain of a vessel cer- 
tainly ennno! do so. 

I never refused to give Mr. Greener 
the papers, and would have gladly done 
so had 1 been aide. Rut on both tho 
above dates 'when "I was given my pa- 
pers by the Russian easotm house the 
Hytldes was .about to sail, and 1 was 
unable, according to port laws, to go 
ashore 'to see the consul.
